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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chigodo et al. 
U.S. Patent No. 5,473,293. 

The Chigodo et al. discloses in figure 1 a multilayer antenna switch with a transmission 
terminal Tx (52f), a reception terminal Rx (52j), and a antenna terminal ANT (52c) located on the 
same surface as diodes Dl (18) and D 2 (20) (see figure 3). First and second striplines Sll, S12 
form inductors and are both connected to ground which inherently reduce noise (see col. 3, 
lines 28-60) which also forms an LC resonant circuit filter - see also col. 4, lines 5-24 for claims 
5-8. The reference also discloses that the inductors/striplines are formed within the multilayer 
device (see col. 5, lines 51-65). 
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Conclusion 


3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

a. Erickson U.S. Patent No. 5,054,1 14 discloses a transmit/receive switch with inductors 
connected to ground and LC filters. 

b. Estes et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,289,204 discloses a multilayer antenna switch with 
inductors to ground and LC filters.
